you have often ſneer'd at my Uneaſineſs on 
Occaſion of this intended Inſult, as well as 
my ſeaſonable Enquiry if I had any Friends 
left to ſupport me, in the Exerciſe of a 
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mall Pittance of my own Royal Preroga- 


tive, againſt the Tyranny of an overbearing 
Faction, which not content with giving Law 
to the whole Kingdom, inſiſted likewiſe on 
Subjugating the Throne. But if an Addreſs 
of that unprecedented Nature; as if ſuch a 
glaring Proof of the General's Almighty In- 
fluence was a Matter of no Moment to me, 
tho' the preferring Mr. H---/ to Lord E/ 


fex's Regiment was to be held ſuch a Mor- 
_ tification to the Duke of M-, and ſuch 


an Obſtacle to the public Service. But 
though you may look upon it in this Light, 
Poſterity will confider me as the Bubble and 
Prey of thoſe who were indebted to me for 
Power, Wealth, Honours, Titles, and 
Fame; as moſt effectually diſarm'd of my 
Authority, and in danger of being diftreſs'd 
into whatever Meaſures my Dictators took a 
Fancy to impoſe upon me; as reproached 
with Services performed, inſtead of being 
thank'd for Favours beſtow'd ; and as meet- 
ing with the fierceſt Oppoſition where I 
might have juſtly evpected the moſt perfect 
Obedience and Reſignation.
